He suggested, and the coun- 
cil agreed, that a referendum 
making the two posts appoin- 
tive be placed on the ballot for 
the: upeoming municipal elec- 
tion. | 

If voters approved, the 
change would take place after 
completion. of the 1964 term 
of office. 

City attorney James 
O’Keefe said the council 
would-have ‘to act officially at 
their Monday, March 8, meet- 
ins to get the issue on. the 
ballot: ~* | 

Mrs. Margaret Becker, pres- 
ent city clerk, and Mrs. Fran- 
ces Maloney, city treasurer, 
have already indicated they 
are candidates for re-election 
to four-year terms. The pro- 
posed change-over would take 
effect after these terms end. 

Mrs. Becker, 78, has been 
city clerk:since 1944, and Mrs. 


Maloney, 69, has served as city 
treasurer, a part-time job, 
since 1934. 

“The original concept of the 
independent clerk and treas- 
urer grew out of the commis- 
sion form of government, 
where it was preferred that 
the offices be independent,” 
the mayor said. 

With the institution of the 
city council-city manager type 
of government here in 1948, 
some duplication of official 
duties became apparent, he 
said. 

Mayor Lawson declared that 
the city is lucky to have had 
persons in office who have 
willingly worked under city 
manager direction as_ they 
would have if the jobs were 
appointive. 

The changeover “would not 
imply criticism of those who 
now hold the offices,’ he de- 
clared. 

If the referendum is approv- 
ed, the two jobs would be 
filled by appointment by the 
city manager.

Be Wary 
of Belts 


A belt can often limit the 
life of a dress, so be a careful 
belt buyer advises the Nation- 
al Institute of Drycleaning. 
The Institute suggests you 
look for the wording ‘“dry- 
cleanable” stamped on _ the 
back of the belt because many 
belts aren’t. 

Sometimes it’s because the 
backing is made out of such 
stuff as cardboard, imitation 
leather —even paper.

Municipal Report: 
Where City Services Should 
End Poses a Policy Problem 


Why a city charges for some 
services but not for others is a 
subject for constant scrutiny 
and revision and, if somebody 
makes an unpopular decision it 
can become a subject of public 
criticism as well. 

Menlo Park, it turns out, is 
fairly typical in its evaluation 
of when to charge beneficiaries 
of a city program and when to 
finance a project out of the 
general tax rate but even so, 
the subject has to be studied 
often. 

And, City Manager John 
R. Johnson indicated this 
week, there may be some 
changes in the city’s basic 
philosophy in store. 

Pretty much taken for grant- 
ed is the fact that the city will 
sponsor free playground pro- 
grams at its various city parks 
during the summer. Also taken 
for granted is the fact that the

dts facilities by a group of rec- 


reationists who want to hire a 
teacher for calisthenics for a 
small group. Why? The point 
at which a city-operated serv- 
ice becomes a ‘“‘mass” service 
rather than a benefit to a spe- 
cial-interest group is apparent- 
ly not static, Johnson says, and 
cities deal with the problems 
involved in many ways. 

Taken as a whole, the prob- 
lem of where to levy charges 
and where to charge the indi- 
vidual applying for some serv- 
ice the city can provide rests 

with the decision-making body 
of the municipality. That is, 
the city council. 

From the administrative le- 
vel it’s a matter of keeping 
track of whether or not a serv- 
ice which benefits an individu- 
al or group, such as the issu- 
ance of building permits, is be- 
ing paid for by the community 
as a whole or not. 

The entire matter came up 
two weeks ago at the City 
Manager’s division meeting 
of the League of California 
Cities, held in San Diego, 
and Johnson himself was a 
member of a panel which 
dealt with the topic. 

His specific topic was “Back- 
ground and Philosophy of Serv- 
ice Charges” and the panel as 
a whole discussed methods of 
bringing them into some sort 
of a reasonable alignment. 

Some cities, Johnson said, 
have found that they can use 
service charges as a means of 
preserving assets, or of pre- 
venting what some _ people 
might consider damaging to 
public property. Thus, he said, 
some communities have raised

This, he said, is an excellent 
way of helping assure that a 
street will last longer and have 
its alignment preserved, and 
may be suggested for adoption 
here. 

Another idea which might 
be tried out is to put certain 

set fees on various engineer- 
ing and engineering survey 
services, 

Some cities used this plan, 
under which municipal staff 
members’ will investigate 
types of foundations needed 
for various buildings if they 
are to conform with the law, 
citywide soil analyses, and 
the like would be paid for 
on a fee basis, by the per- 
sons asking for them. 

Meanwhile, he pointed out, 
items paid for out of the pro- 
perty tax are getting propor: 
tionately fewer, in relation to 
the growing number of services 
a city government can provide. 

Thus today the property tax 
brings in only 40.35 per cent of 
Menlo Park’s revenue — a 50 
per cent drop from the 80 per- 
cent of 1932, 

State subventions now pro- 
vide the city with 23 per cent. 

Court fines account for about 
7.5 per cent of the city’s in- 
come; recreation fees such as 
swimming pool admission and 
rentals, 3.5 per cent; building 
permits, 3.5 per cent; city busi- 
ness licenses, 6 per cent; fran- 
chises, 3.5 per cent, and mis- 
cellaneous income, a fraction 
over 2 per cent. 

Jolmson himself believes 
that the trend away from the 
property tax as an exclusive 
revenue device has been en- 
couraged by four things: 

First, the depression brought 
with it declining property val- 
ues and a super abundance of 
delinquencies; 

Second, rising governmental 
costs during the war years en- 
couraged searches for other in- 
come sources; 

Third, rapid post-war growth 
called forth demands for muni- 
cipal services, in California, on 
a scale never before encounter- 
ed, and 

Fourth, general-law cities 
are limited to a tax rate of $1 
pes $100 assessed valuation, 
making other income sources 
imperative. 

Basically, pure service charg- 
es muse be kept separate from 
profit-producing levies. 

But beyond that the number 
and amount of services a city 
can provide must be limited, 
also, so it doesn’t duplicate the 
work of private operators. And 
the number and variety of serv- 
ices so provided must not be 
allowed to mushroom, for the 
gratification of some bureau- 
crat who wants to manipulate 
an ever-growing budget. 

Professor C. Northcote Par- 
kinson, author of ‘“Parkinson’s 
Law” regarding staff growth, 
and a bona fide expert in gov- 
ernment, believes that this lim- 
it should be set on what gov- 
ernments on various levels 
should try to do. 

Government should be stabi- 
lized, he says; a set percentage 
of the gross national income 
should be set aside for govern- 
mental activities on all levels 
and beyond this, all services 
provided must bear a price tag 
based on what they cost to per- 
form.

Last week, the city council moved to put in a mora- 
torium on apartment building, until new off-street park- 
ing ratios can be worked out. 


Both of these modifications of original plan are due 
to one device and its demands: The automobile. 


Whether or not you're a believer in small cars or in 
big cars, whether you like economy models or not, how 
much you deplore traffic jams and crowded grade cross- 
ings, the fact remains: The automobile, though it has con- 
tributed immeasurably to the richness of American life, 
costs a lot — not only in initial maintenance and fuel costs, 
but in cost of trafficways and interchanges, time spent by 
motorists waiting for the light to change, and demands 
for changes in neighborhood patterns and land values as 
well. 


It wasn’t always this way in the first place and in the 
second, few people realize the extent to which the auto has 
made itself a factor in our daily lives. 


In 1896 the auto was such a novelty that one was 
displayed by the Barnum and Bailey circus as an oddity. 


Today, there are more than 80 million passenger 
cars travelling on the world’s roads, and about 56 million 
of them are in America. 


That, as a recent editorial in the “Shafter Press” 
reminds us, is enough to take every man, woman and 
child in the U.S. for a Sunday drive at the same time 
and there'd be enough seat room left over for all 
the people of Great Britain and France. And even 
then, says our correspondent, there would be 15 million 
empty seats. 


There’s an appalling amount of waste indicated by 
these figures but we —and you —aren’t going to get out 
of the habit of using automobiles just because they're mani- 
festly uneconomical and require a tremendous price for 
the mobility they allegedly give us and the way of life in 
which they in turn, trap us. 


The auto is shaping property value, home and indus- 
trial design, street patterns, playground and park location 
and how much of the family budget will be left for the 
down payment on a home. 


The effects are local—as can be seen—as well as 
national.

: In the Garden: 


Time to Plant 
‘New Lawns 


_The time has come, as the 


‘walrus said, to speak of many 


‘things. And among them if you 
‘garden in California, is the 
subject of lawns. Are you or 
aren’t you going to plant a 
‘new one? For if you are, the 
‘time has come to think of it. 


_. Yes, we know it’s a bit early 


‘to plant a lawn, but not too ear- 
ly to prepare for planting it. 


Some pre-planting steps that 
are essential to success with 


* new lawns: 


First, do it the easy way 
and rent a rotary tiller to 
It way cost 
“a bit more than turning it 
with a spade, but we guar- 
antee you'll make up for it 
in time saved. 
; “Tilling is probably the most 
“important step in preparing a 
seed bed. It is during this step 
‘that compacted soil can be im- 
proved with the addition of 
soil conditioners and manure. 
No amount of manure is too 
much at this point. Let your 
pocketbook be your guide. 
After adding what you plan 
to add, go over the area 
again with the rotary tiller, 
working the new material in- 
to the soil. Chemical fertilé 
zer, if you are going to add 
it, should be raked in after 
_, the final grade is established. 
_ The next step is to check 
weed infestation. This, too, is 
simple with one of the new 
fumigants or sterilents that 
subdue not only existing old 
grass and weeds, but any seed 
in the soil as well. The old and 
tedious process of hand weed- 
ing after the lawn sprouts is 


thus eliminated. 
You have to wait a pre- | 


_, seribed period after apply- 
ing the fumigant before seed- 
ing the lawn. Depending on 
your soil, this time may be 
well spent by soaking the 
seed bed regularly and watch- 


_ ing for low spots that collect 


water. Fill these as they ap- 
pear. 

, Just after seeding (later in 
March and April), cover the 


_ seed with a layer of fine peat 
“moss or manure and keep it 
:moist. 


During the crucial 
month when all seed is sprout- 
ing, adequate moisture is the 
one and only thing you really 


shave to worry about. Meet the 
;need and the seed will take 


care of the rest.

Leadership is the most 
important single factor in 
determining the effective- 
of the recreation depart- 
ment. The recreation leader 
functions primarily in rela- 
tion to people rather than 
to activities. 

The recreation commission- 
er, the volunteer leader, the 
office receptionist, the cus- 
todian, the administrative as- 
sistant, the playground recre- 
ation leader, the supervisor 
and the department admifis- 
trator illustrate in their job 
assignments the variety of 
skills which are employed and 
utilized to enable people to 
gain satisfaction in their rec- 
reational pursuits. 

The recreation department 
carries out its personnel func- 
tion through the following 
procedures: 

A. Full Time—The city for- 
mulates and adopts by ordi- 
nance or resolution a position 
classifictaion and pay plan for 
personnel employed in full- 
time positions year-round to 
include: 

Job titles consistent with 
those in general use in Cali- 
fornia; education, experience 
and personal qualifications re- 
quired for each position. 

Job descriptions which. will 
distinguish the professional, 
vocational and managerial 
skills required in one or sev- 
eral positions. 

Provisions for promotion re- 
lated to merit and profession- 


|al education as well as tenure. 


The city established em- 
ployment benefits pertain- 
ing to sick leave, vacation 
with pay, holidays, leave 
without pay, health and ac- 
cident insurance, retirement 


systems and expense allow- 
ances. 

The city inaugurated effec- 
tive procedures for the re- 
cruitment, selection, orienta 
tion, promotion termination 
and dismissal of personnel.
